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THINKS GANDHI 
IS OUTSTANDING 


MAN OF THE AGE 


Kirby Page Discusses 
Indian Leader at 
- Convocation 
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“Who is the greatest man of the 
age?” Kirby Page, author, minister 
and world traveler, asked the student 
body of the University and delegates 
of the State-Wide ministers’ con¬ 
ference at convocation in the Uni¬ 
versity Auditorium at 10 o’clock 
this morning. “I would place 
Mahatma Grandhi near the top, if 
not at the top of the list. More than 
any man I have met he reminds 
me of the carpenter of Nazareth. 5 ’ 

Mr. Page, who spent three days 
in Gandhi’s home and ten weeks 
questioning his intimate friends, in¬ 
terpreted Gandhi, leader of the op¬ 
position to British rule, and the 
political situation in India. Mr. 
Page thinks that Americans do not 
understand clearly Graridhi’s purpose. 

Gandhi says it is a bad thing for 
people to be ruled by foreigners. It 
creates, a slave mind and servile 
mentality. His policy is passive re¬ 
sistance. His technique in dealing 
with the British is refusing to co¬ 
operate or to accept their terms since 
he thinks 330,000,000 people cannot be 
ruled by 165,000 without the aid of 
the subject country. * Gandhi would 
boycott the British. 

According to Mr. Page Buddha is 
the only leader India has had who 
could equal the influence of Gandhi. 
His devotion to the poor is one 
quality that makes him the leader 
that he is. Mahatma Gandhi is 
devoutly religious. As a lawyer- in 
South Africa he could have Leen 
wealthy. He prefers to stand for 
political and social freedom in India. 

Believes Gandhi Will Succeed 

“It is absolutely certain, in my 
mind,” Mr. Page said, “that British 
rule in India is ranidlv cominar to a

At the session this morning of the 
conference an hour of question and 
discussion was held, in which Dean 
M. G. Neale discussed jAans for a 
conference next year. He stated that 
since the church and school depend 
so much on each other these con¬ 
ferences which summer session stu¬ 
dents have the opportunity to at¬ 
tend are a great factor In uniting 
these two great institutions. Rep¬ 
resentatives from all over the state 
were allowed to voice their opinions 
of this conference and to make 
suggestions for another. Following a 
vote to hold next year's convention 
here between June 8 and Aug. l a 
resolutions committee was appointed 
to make plans for the program, with 
T, R. Hicks, pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Webster Groves, 
as chairman.

Preceding Dr. Beaven + s address, 
Dr. j. W. Hudson, professor of 
philosophy of the University, ten¬

KIRBY PAGE TELLS 
OF HIS THREE DAY 


EE RELIEVES 


Lists Caste System of India 
As One of Country's 
Curses. 


Three clays spent with Mahatma 
Gandhi, leader of the civil disobedi¬ 
ence campaign In India against Great 
Britain, were discussed by Kirby 
Page, lecturer and editor of The 
World Tomorrow, in his address be¬ 
fore the Foundation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Social Sciences of Denver 
university Wednesday evening. 

Ben M, Cherrington, director of Hie 
foundation* presided at the dinner, 
which was held in the Y, W. C. A. 
building. The lecture was Page's 
first since he returned from a year's 
trip around the world. Page came 
to Denver from Estes Park, where 
he is one of the leaders of a regional 
student conference. 

CALLS COMPULSORY 
MARRIAGE A CURSE. 

Page sketched the social back¬ 
ground of the country where more 
than 300 million live—one-third of 
them having their sole livelihood 
from the soil—on an average per 
capita income of 7 cents per day. 

Gandhi was described as having a 
passionate devotion to the cause of 
freedom and the liberation of his 
people from British political bond¬ 
age. 

“My three days with Gandhi mark 
the richest experience of my life/' 
the lecturer declared. 

Page lifted three social curses of 
India as compulsory marriage of 
children from 8 to 13 years old, per¬ 
petual widowhood regardless of the 
age of a wife when her husband 
dies, and the caste system, which di¬ 
vides the people in two great classes. 
SAYS AUTONOMY 
WILL COME SOON. 


The lecturer predicted that India 
will win autonomy soon. Whether 
that autonomy will be in the form of 
a dominion within the empire or 
complete independence depends on 
the speed with which the British 
government acts, Pago added. 

Page admitted that England had 
made great contributions In India in 
creating law and order and Improv¬ 
ing health and sanitary conditions, 
but sold that n foreign government, 
even were it of angels, would be bad. 
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'widowhood, regardless of the age of 
the wife when her husband dies, and 
the caste system which completely 
separates two great classes of Indian 
people. 

Foreign Government Bad 

Admitting that England had made 
great contributions to India in creat¬ 
ing law and order, improving health 
and sanitary conditions, and aiding 
education and public morality, Page 
declared foreign government to be 
4 T>ad at its best.” 

“If you had : a government of an¬ 
gels themselves—if they were foreign 
angels—the rule would be bad,” he 
said. 

Page reviewed the Amritsar inci¬ 
dent in which General Dyer ordered 
feritish troops to f ire into an assembly 
of 10,000 Indians, held in violation of 
a proclamation prohibiting any public 
gathering. 

Predicts Autonomy 

More than 500 Indians are said to 
have been killed and nearly 2,000 more 
wounded. 

“If you had another Amritsar,” Page 
declared, “there is no power on earth, 
In heaven above or in hades below 
that could hold India!” 

He predicted that India will win 
autonomy soon, 

“Whether autonomy takes the form 
of a dominion within the empire,” he 
said, “or whether India is lost com¬ 
pletely and emerges as an independ¬ 
ent nation, depends upon the wisdom 
and the speed of the British govern¬ 
ment. 

“Unless dominion status is offered 
very soon, India will reject it when it 
is offered.” 

Page came here from Estes Park, 
where he is one of the leaders of a 
regional student conference. 

The dinner last night was spon¬ 
sored by tiie Foundation for the Ad¬ 
vancement of the Social Sciences of 
the University of Denver. Ben M. 
Cherrington, director of the founda¬ 
tion, presided. 
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Agreement on Resolution Is; 
Reached by Senate Sub¬ 
committee

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Agree- j 
ment was reached today by the senate 
foreign relations sub-committee on a 
resolution asserting the committee’s 
rights to the London naval notes 
which have been denied the commit¬ 
tee by President Hoover. 

The resolution will be presented to¬ 
morrow and its adoption has been 
forecast by both advocates and op¬ 
ponents of the treaty. What effect 
the resolution will have on the pact 
itself is uncertain. 

The committee is expected to re¬ 
port the treaty to the senate before 
the end of the week or early next 
week.
